Sultan Restored 


HE French cabinet has 
decided to restore Sidi 
Mohammed Ben Youssef to 
the throne of Morocco 
from which he was deposed 
in August 1963 because of 
his pro-nationaliat lean- 
Ing». In the Jast few weeks 
this announcement had 
been expected sometime 
bofore the general election 
later this year. Coming us 
it doca at the outset of the 
campaign, it is certuin to 
bo a lively issue and one 
which may have an 
important bearing on the 
alignment of parties in the 
next Assembly, and there- 
fore the composition of the 
next coalition government, 
Having decided that there 
shall be no change In the 
proportional representation 
system of election, the 
Assembly has, in effect, 
opted for a fresh instalmen, 
of political Impotence, In- 
stability will reappear 
sooner or later nnd the 
familar pattern of crisis 
and compromise which has 
dominated Fronch politics 
{n recent yoars ig the pros- 
pect again in the future.

TF is important: to stresa this 
for tt is the backdrop before 
which events In Morocco 
will be shaped in the 
months ahead, At the out- 
set it fg necessary to correct 
any bolicf that the 
Moroccan drama has ended 
with the restoration of Ben 
Youssef, that this third act 
wil) witness the quiet, 
orderly development of 
Moreccan government to- 
wards home rule—as pro- 
mised by M. Faure—and 
the growth of more friend- 
ly feolings between Rabat 
and Parla. * .. 

For not only ts there no cer- 
tainty that M. Faure will 
be the next Premlor of 
France—and therefore no 
certainty that the next 
government will choose the 
same remedies to treat the 
effects of chronte 
nationalism—but there is 
also no certainty that the 
restoration of Ben Youssef 
ig the Idenl panacea for thin 
particular problem, 

For example, the Presence 
Francaise -~ representative 
of staunch — conservative 
French settlers—will almost 
certainly dispute the 
decision on the grounds 
that it amounts to appease- 
ment of nationaliat ugita- 
tion. Their Hvelihood, they 
fear, may become untenable 
in w Morocco where home 
rule makes no adequate 
provision for interests of 
minorities, Again, several 
groups of nationalists retain 
bitter memories of wayward 
and arbitrary behaviour by 
Ben Youssef before 1953 
and will accept him back 
only if harnessed with the 
curb of constitutional 
monarchy. 


THe shaping of Morocco's 
future will be the reaponsi- 
-- bilities of the new Govern- 
ment of France. One would 
feet more hopeful if there 
was a good chance that a 
Mendes-France or ‘a Faure 
(deapite his tragic hesitancy 
in the past) would take tho 
helm of government next 
year. But it is much _Icsa 
than a good chance, and the 
manocuvrings of the Com- 
munists and Sociallsts give 
-riso to some misgivings. 

It is difficult to say how much 
prestigg M. Faure has 
earned for his achiovements. 
Ho will undoubtedly tell the 

‘ electorate that ‘an ordered 
scttlement in Morocco will 
result ‘in a gradual’ with-’ 
drawal. of some 60,000 
French troops stationed 
there. This - will appease 
.somo of hie critics but at 
tho same time it is certain 
to provoke strong criticism 
from tho’ French colonfals 
and thelr powerful lobby In 
Paria...

The chicf centro of this 
ig Galnshiels, where the Wea- 
very Corporation dates back to 
1006—the year of London's 
Great Fire—and where = the 
Manufacturers’ Corporation was 
founded exactly 111 years later, 
in 1777, The scattered distribu- 
tion of Scottish mills today Is 3 
reminder that, even In pre-17th 
century times, weaving wos 4 
craft disseminated throughout 
the length and breadth of 
Scotland.

An .exampe of how some 
Scottish manufacturers. are 
eatering for Americans - and 
Carndians is In the production 
of “personnal tweeds*—garments 
knjtted specially in Britain for 
the woman who wants a tweed 
suit which is individual. In- 
deed, Scottish Imitwear, parti- 
cularly that from the border 
“doliur town", Hawick, has 
risen to high fashion status in 
North Americu—a development 
which began with o craze fot 
the traditional British twinsct, 

Hawick now carns more 
dollars than any other textllce 
town of {ts size in the’ United 
Kingdom; It has camed 210 
million in dollars in five years, 
and the popularity of its goous 
is Increasing. Here again, the 
industry has grown {rem o cot- 
{nze Industry in which house 
wives gathered wool from local 
farms, washed It with the ald 
of wells, and sat for hours ut 
the spinning wheel and 
hand looms in their smali stone 
cottages, ;

Moreover, there 
is no sign of its “popularity de 
clining. London, Paris, Berlin 
and New York couture houses 
neve featured .‘fine-textured, 
close-surfuced . tweeds in their 
collections for” some stazons 
now.

Rugged or Smooth 


In European countries the dw 
mand is for 16/20-02. Cloths. 
Some are rugged tweeds; other 
ere smooth textured, but the vast 
range of fabrics offered hy the 
Scottish woollen trade gives 
ample scope to all women’s 
tasies. Men, too, are using more 
Scottish cloths for suitings and 
sports wear, but thoy rely chie!- 
ly on the traditional twecds for 
inelr purposes. 


The Scottish woollen Industry 
ys Of ancient origin but is up-lo- 
laate in its ideas. For instance, 
having encountered amazing 
succes with fabric for men’s 
blue dlazers, the industry's de 
signers are now creating alter- 
natives. They are turning to 
the colourful cloths which have 
made their industry famous. 
However, although the industry 
has a reasonably good productive 
cupacity, expansion ls necessary 
in some mills !f manufacturers

Craftsmian’s Touch 


For the American market, 
Scottish manufacturers are pro- 
ducing goods not manufactured 
In the United States — fabrics 
with that individual touch which 
!s lacking in mass production. 
These bear the unmistakable 
nmiark of the craftsman. Among 
them are. the novelty sports 
chtcks which are so popular in 
America at present. Yet these, 
like many other Scottish 
favourites across the Atlantic, 
are not designed specifically for 
that market. And for this rca- 
son — the American market 
tends . be romewhat fickle. 
Indecd, Sts buyers are quite 
Hable to drop even good LUnes at 
short notico and take up others, 
It ts, therefore, a great ‘risk to 
cater solely for the dollar market.

The latter might be called the

Added to these are the browns, 
greens, blucs, Lovats and other 
shadts of the traditional twecds 
and the delightful tartans. In- 
cidentaily, it may not be 
generally appreciated that taxtan 
fabrics gain much of their in- 
dividuality from ao basic prin-~ 
ciple affecting thetr production; 
no two true colours can 
placed side by side, The yarn 
must be Woven so that a true 
colour is beside a broken colour 
or an offset of the same family 
group.
